4. (Currently Amended) The function appending method as set forth in claim 2, further 
comprising the step of: deleting a desired program from recording medium in the digital cameraT 

wher e in th e write inhibit flag of the desired program is r e placed with a writ e enabl e flag . 
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5^(0ngmal) The function appending method as set forth in claim 1, wherein the 
program is a print image data generating program.

15. (Original) The digital camera as set forth in claim 11, wherein the program is a 
program for generating print image data, and further comprising: 

print data transmitting means for transmitting the print image data 
generated by executing the program to a printing device. 

16. (Original) The digital camera as set forth in claim 12, wherein the program is a 
program for generating print image data, and further comprising: 

print data transmitting means for transmitting the print image data 
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" generated by executing the program to a printing device. 

17. (Original) The digital camera as set forth in claim 11, wherein the program is a 
conmiunication program for communicating data with a terminal device connected to the 
communication line.

19. (Original) The digital camera as set forth in claim 11, wherein the image data is 
recorded onto the recording medium provided therein.
